Also three pages with quadrille background for cancellation varie- 
ties, plate numbers, used pieces or whatever you may care to mount on the pages. 

All pages will have red border line around them with name of the stamp printed in 
black at top of the page, thus these pages are in two or three color prints and make beauti- 
ful pages for a small specialized collection of this new stamp. Additional copies of any 
single page may be had at 5c per page. 

All pages are 814x11 inch size, punched with three holes to fit the standard size ring 
binders. Paper is extra heavy antique album paper, white and clear and stiff enough that 
it does not bend or sag when turning the pages.

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Censor Marks and Covers 


“NOT/OPENED BY/CENSOR” in 
three lines in a diamond shaped violet 
box with numeral “3” above wording is 
on a recent letter from Australia. The 
letter had not been opened and the sig- 
nificance of the marking is obscure, un- 
less it indicates censorship of letter 
handed in at post office unsealed. 





Just why it was never tried before we 
aren’t sure, but Adam Gruenig submits 
a really different Censor Label—being 
gummed transparent tape in strips about 
two inches wide and printed in black in 
two lines: “EXAMINED BY/C.259.” 
Seals a cover from Tokyo, Japan, which 
is addressed to New York and which 
evidently passed through a British cen- 
sor somewhere, possibly at Vancouver 
or other west coast Canadian points. 
However, being an airmail cover, it is 
also possible that it was routed through 
Hong Kong. 





From Nairobi, Kenya-Uganda-Tangan- 
yika, comes a cover sealed with a white 
label with single line “OPENED BY 
CENSOR” in black, with purple hand- 
stamped town name of “Nairobi” below 
it and number “46” also handstamped 
above. 





India continues to use combined labels 
and hand markings. One censor label 
is on rough kraft gummed sealing tape, 
the coat of arms little more than a red 
blob of ink and bearing in addition tri- 
angular Indian and Hong Kong censor 
marks. Another cover has white label 
described before, tied to cover by trian- 
gular censor mark with crown in center. 





Spain, symbolizes the wretched state 
of that country by its mail. The letters 
are sealed with strips of any kind of 
brown or manila paper, without printing 
and tied or handstamped with purple 
markings, that of Seville being a two- 
line affair of the “DIRRECION GRAL. 
DE SEGURIDAD” and a couple im- 
pressions of a neater boxed marking on 
face of cover for good measure. A cen- 


sor mark seen on a cover mailed on the 
North Express traveling post office has 
large circular censor of the “GOBIERNO 
(IVIL DE GUPUZOCA/SAN SEBAS- 
MAN/CENSURA POSTAL GUBER- 
NATIVA.” 








An airmail cover from the Argentine, 
addressed for delivery in Fremont, O., 
is reported by C. E. Cockrell to have 
been censored and sealed with a label 
printed in small black type: “OPENED 
BY EXAMINER No. 85.” Mr. Cockrell 
wonders where this cover was censored, 
and we do too. The planes stop enroute 
at points in British Guiana or British 
Honduras, as well as several West In- 
dian points, depending on which of the 
several routes or scheduled trips this 
particular mail was flown. The U. S. 
for some reason never officially explained 
has not only submitted to forcible ex- 
amination of U. S. mails, even when be- 
tween it and a neutral, but has encour- 
aged such examination. We have noted 
complaints that Liberian mail has been 
not only censored, but materially de- 
laved Sich tampering with mails of the 
United States and other nations far re- 
moved from Europe’s war would ordi- 
narily be expected to result in strong 
diplomatic if not other action. The press 
has printed reports of indications of 
business information contained in such 
censored mail having been used. Amer- 
‘can business houses in Brazil and other 
east coast South American points have 
even found it necessary and advisable to 
request their U. S. offices to route air 
mail via the direct route to Canal Zone, 
thence via Ecuador and Peru to destina- 
tion. 





A pair of the new 22% on 3c Neth- 
erlands used to frank a censored cover 
from Haarlem is shown us by Adam 
Gruenig. The censor label and rubber- 
stamp on back of cover is same as the 
censor marks reported on German covers. 





We thank Adam Gruenig for sub- 
mitting a number of the above censored 
covers for inspection. Mr. Gruenig also 
showed us a number of covers from 
Jamaica, France, Switzerland and Zanzi- 
bar, which had passed without being 
censored. 





A post card from Atlas Stamp Co., 
Ltd., of Zurich, Switzerland, and bearing 
that postmark of December 13, 1940, was 
received at the Linprint office on Febru- 
ary 12, indicating the delays to which 
U. S. mail has been subjected by foreign 
censors. The card bore no censorship 
markings. We have noted statements 
that U. S. ordinary mail from abroad!

is deliberately delayed to foil possible | 
espionage correspondence. 





From Dr. William E. Neff, Jr., comes 
several covers of interest. Most unusual 
in censor markings is that on a cover 
from Batavia, Netherlands East Indies. 
This is identical in style, size and ink- 
ing with the town postmark, having date 
in center, “CENSUUR” in place of town 
name at top of circle and numeral “5” 
in lower portion of circle. At first glance 
it would pass for a town postmark. It 
ties to the cover a brown strip label 
which bears the printed tete beche re- 
peated legend “DOOR CENSUUR 
GEOPEND”. The cover arrived in Con- 
necticut after being in transit by air 
just 11 days. 





A cover postmarked at St. Eustatius, 
Netherlands West Indies and bearing 
customary Curacao stamp is sealed with 
a white label having coat of arms and 
“POSTCENSUUR” above and “CURA- 
CAO” below, and is tied to cover by 
violet numeral “3” in a half-inch circle. 
Mail is not commonly met with from 
the tiny island dependency of Curacao. 





A cover from a Pole who escaped into 
Switzerland and mailed a letter from 
a hospital there is sealed with a label 
about 134x3 inches having at left the 
Swiss cross on shield and at right in 
German, French and Italian in three 
parallel lines the inscription “Opened— 
Military censor.” The cover was again 
opened by British censors and bears 
their usual label. Though sent by air, 
the cover consumed about 25 days in 
transit. The letter within tells of the 
Pole’s escape into exile and misfortunes 
which the writer “would not wish his 
own enemy.” 





In addition to the Curacao label there 
is in use, shown us on a letter to the 
island, a red marking with three lines 
“GEZIEN” in an arch above the 
straight line “CURACAO” and below in 
a curved line “CENSUUR”. About one 
inch in diameter. 





To economize during the shortage of 
paper, the English are using an “economy 
label” which when pasted over the face 
of an old envelope permits it to be used 
again.

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More Stamp Thefts 


Visitors to New York may remark 
upon the caution with which dealers dis- 
play stamps, but there is good reason, as 
the latest bulletin of the American Stamp 
Dealers Assn. indicates. Three men who 
have asked to see certain high-priced 
U. S. commemoratives and airmails are 
always remembered afterward by the dis- 
appearance of some of the stamps. De- 
scriptions have been broadcast. Howard 
Robinson, age 25, Cottage Grove, Ind., 
coal dealer, was recently sentenced to ten 
years in prison and fined $100 for steal- 
ing the stamp collection of Mrs. Lawrence 
C. Downard. Other convictions have been 
obtained recently. 

On January 28 two men held up the 
clerk at the Philadelphia office of Henry 
Chapman and took from the safe sev- 
eral thousands of dollars worth of gold 
coins and a $14,000 stamp collection. The 
collection included U. S. and foreign 
stamps, “A” to “D,” and some miscel- 
laneous items, including a copy of the 
“brown Magill local.” 

Persons offered any stamps suspected 
of being the above, should report to the 
Philadelphia police. Offerings of stamps 
by strangers at bargain prices should 
always be regarded with suspicion as the 
purchaser of such items if later proved 
to have bought stolen property can be 
held responsible and will lose all sums 
paid for it. A recent instance was re- 
ported of a collector who had bought at 
bargain prices stamps he later (but too 
late) learned had been stolen from his 
own collection. 


Indies Print Their Own 


Confirming rumors, the New York 
Times states that the postal administra- 
tion of the Netherlands East Indies has 
let contracts with G. G. Kolff & Co., 
Batavia, to print postage stamps for the 
Indies, Curacao and Suriname during the 
war. Ordinarily these colonial stamps are 
printed by the famous printing firm of 
Johan Enschedde & Sons at Haarlem, 
Netherlands, but due to the war this 
source is cut off. The Indies expect to 
retire from circulation on the first of 
July the 44% and 714 gulden air stamps, 
now being issued as ordinary stamps, the 
10c 1933 “Landscape” and the Queen 
Wilhelmina 1933 12'%4c, 32'c, 42%4c and 
2.50g. New designs will feature the new 
issues now being produced, including a 
new Queen’s portrait design. 





@® H. B. Fisher of Charleston, W. Va., 
calls to our attention an item in the 
Oakland, Calif. “Traffic Tidings” which 
tells of a package recently leaving Ala- 
meda for Honolulu by air and bearing 
postage stamps totaling $171.20. Air mail 
matter bearing higher sums than this 
have been occasionally reported, the 
highest being around $700.00. 


® Nauru’s original name was Pleasant 
Island, and this is still to be found in the 
postmark of the sole post office on the 
island.

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British Colonial Changes 


Unheralded, India has just issued a 
new 14 annas stamp of the same design 
and color of the 12 annas, which the 
KenMore Kollector says it is expected to 
replace. Changes in postage rates are 
causing numerous changes in the postage 
stamps of the Empire. Gambia is to 
add a 5d purple and olive in current 
design to its issue; Gold Coast a 1/3 of 
same design as current 1 shilling (the 
1/3 applying to the air rate). The Straits 
Settlements as well as the States of Negri 
Sembilan, Pahang, Perak, and Selangor 
will change colors of the 2c, 6c and 8c to 
new colors of orange, grey and red re- 
spectively. Palestine is adding the high- 
est values ever issued there, being stamps 
of the Sea of Galilee design of 250 mil- 
liemes, 500 m. and 1£. Seychelles is 
adding only a 15c and 18c in new de- 
nominations but is changing the colors of 
the 3, 6, 9, 20, 30, 75c and 1 rupee values. 


Bisects Cause Delay 


International News Service tells of the 
Vinita, Oklahoma, woman who cut three- 
cent stamps in half to supply herself with 
144c stamps for her Christmas Cards. As 
a result, the cards were treated as if no 
postage had been paid and were never 
delivered. Such third-class matter is 
usually destroyed if it does not bear a 
printed pledge that sender would pay 
return postage, etc. 


® Zagreb, Jugoslavia, on Sept. 29, 1940, 
used a special postmark with drawing 
and commemorative dates for the fifth 
Centenary of Gutenberg’s invention of 
printing. 


® The first Roumanian air mail series 
were thought to be rare as speculators 
bought up the first lot in a few days, 
but later printings met demands. 


Additional First Flights 


New schedules of the several pickup 
airmail routes include provisions for serv- 
ice to be inaugurated at several towns 
when the proper facilities are completed. 
These are, under date of February 24, 
West Newton, Masontown, Slippery Rock, 
Youngsville, Blairsville, Portage and Wil- 
liamsburg, all in Pennsylvania. There 
was no indication when the service will 
commence at these points. 


Costa Rica University Issue 


The Costa Rican government intends 
to place on sale on or about March 15 
a new issue “in commemoration of the 
new National University.” The series 
will consist of ordinary postage stamps of 
5, 10, 15, 25 and 50 centimos denomina- 
tions and an airmail series with denomi 
nations of 15, 30, 40 and 60 centimos and 
1, 2 and 5 colones.

Submitted is a paste-up copy of the 
lc 1918-20 offset printing imperforate 
(No. 531) with private coil perforation 
of the Schermack Co. consisting of two 
vertical rectangular holes (about 5 mm. 
high and 1 mm. wide). Our reader is 
curious regarding the pasteup, inquiring 
if this is what is meant by “double 
paper.” The government sold manufac- 
turers of stamp vending machines (the 
kind from which you obtained four Ic for 
a nickel, or perhaps two 2c for the same 
sum) the full imperforate sheets of 400 
of these denominations. The companies 
in order to make coils for their ma- 
chines would cut the sheets into strips} 
of 20 stamps, using the sheet margins as 
a means of pasting the strips together to 
form continuous rolls of 500 or more 
stamps. Thus every 20th stamp would 
have the selvage of the the adjoining 
stamp underlapping it and sometimes by 
holding up to the light the plate number 
can be seen, adding interest to these 
paste-up varieties. The companies, such 
as Schermack of Detroit, applied various 
types of perforating or rouletting, de- 
pending on the requirements of different 
types of machines. These odd perfora- 
tions are illustrated in the U. S. Spe- 
cialized Catalogue in a separate section 
titled “Private Perforations.” The pri- 
vate manufacture of coils ceased when 
the government was at last able to pro- 
duce at a trifling extra charge stamps 
coiled in rolls of 500, 1,000, or 3,000 
with gummed side outward as well as in- 
ward. At the same time the sale of im 
perforate stamps ceased—except for we 
stamp collectors who since about 1927 or 
so have been the sole customers for these 
varieties.

This is occasioned by a break in the 
roll of paper for the stamp printing 
press, which is repaired by pasting the 
two broken sections together and the 
band of doubled paper may be the width 
of several rows or more of a sheet. As a 
result, in the same sheet will be found 
stamps entirely normal, others printed 
partly on one piece and partly on the 
other and the balance on two thicknesses 
of paper. Sometimes the joining is so 
well done as to escape detection at the 
Bureau and some fortunate collector 
stands a chance of finding such sheets. 
They are not rare, but obviously occur 
any time and may appear anywhere. The 
two varieties, paste-up and double. pa- 
per can be readily told by examination. 





“Is there an R. P. O. catalog, or a book 
telling the A B Cs of this type of col- 
lecting?” There isn’t any catalog, and we 
doubt if one will appear in the near 
future, since there have been so many 
thousands of these markings in the past 
75 years or so. Nor is there an ABC. In 
the Feb. 26, 1938, issue of LINN’S we 
published a list of the current Railway 
Post Offices. It required some knowledge 
of geography to recognize many of the 
abbreviated names, but the names given 
in the abbreviated form were the official 
abbreviations, it seldom being the prac- 
tice for names to be spelled out in full 
in the postmark. A few copies of this 
edition were laid aside and are still avail- 
able at 5c each. 





Some time ago we were asked why 
Barbados’ “Kingston Relief” stamp of 
1907 is priced the same with surcharge 
inverted or normal. We note a comment 
in an English contemporary that this 
stamp was printed in equal quantities of 
both forms, when it was discovered that 
some had been issued of the inverts in 
error. The purpose was to prevent what 
our British friends term a “ramp” or in 
American: a speculation or racket.

Isn't What It Used to Be 


St. Valentine’s Day has become a 
rather pale affair compared with what 
it was a hundred years ago. At that 
time, it seems, practically everyone sent 
valentines to all his friends and rela- 
tions. On no other day, not even Christ- 
mas time or New Year’s, was the letter 
carrier quite so heavily loaded down 
with mail. 

Most of this extra mail was carried 
by the private posts, it is indicated by 
notes and covers found in the Edward 
S. Knapp collection. Indeed, so heavy 
was the volume of valentines that such 
posts as Kidder’s City Express, of 
Brooklyn, and the Broadway Post Of- 
fice, of New York, had always to hire 
extra carriers on that day. Undoubtedly 
the same thing was true in Philadelphia, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, and other cities. 

Not all of this mail was pleasantly 
sentimental. Most letters in those days 
still were sent collect-on-delivery, and 
the recipient never knew whether he 
was paying postage on a lacy message of 
tender affection from his dearly beloved 
or on a scurrilous comic valentine sent 
by some practical joker or personal 
enemy.

Philatelists Organize 
War Relief Committee 





A group of stamp collectors and dealers 
has just organized a special philatelic 
committee that is officially identified 
with the British War Relief Society. 
This committee has secured the support 
of fifty sponsors to underwrite all ex- 
penses of operation so that 100% of 
all money collected will go to the fund 
without deductions for any costs what- 
ever. It is expected that stamp collectors 
and dealers throughout the United States 
will join in the movement and assist in 
raising funds, which will be used to pur- 
chase mobile food kitchens for use in the 
bombed areas of Great Britain. 

The head of the organization is John 
W. Nicklin, who initiated the idea, with 
Admiral Frederic R. Harris as Vice Chair- 
man, Gordon R. Harmer as Secretary, 
and Theodore E. Steinway as Treasurer. 
In addition to these officers, the spon- 
soring committee includes other promi- 
nent philatelists and the number is grow- 
ing rapidly and it is expected that there 
will be thousands throughout the coun- 
try who will join in the movement. 

Offers of cooperation are spontaneously 
pouring in from stamp clubs, stamp deal- 
ers, and department stores who have 
learned of the movement and who will 
be authorized to solicit funds in their 
own communities. 

As a fitting souvenir, a handsome steel 
engraving of the first postage stamp, 
the Penny Black of Great Britain, is 
given to each contributor of $1.00 or 
more, with an inscription, “Contributor 
to the Philatelic Committee of the Brit- 
ish War Relief Society, Inc.” In addition 
to this souvenir, each contributor will 
also receive an official receipt from the 
British War Relief Society showing the 
amount of the donation. All contribu- 
tions and checks should be addressed to 
Theodore E. ong ena 551 Sth 
Ave., New York, N.

A Civil War stampless cover is sub- 
mitted by Ed. A. Sawitzke of Laramie, 
Wyoming. At the left end, vertically 
it is inscribed in long-hand “Soldiers 
Letter, H. O. Chapman, Chaplain, 42nd 
Regt. Ind. V. V. I.” and is addressed to 
another soldier at Washington, D. C. Has 
normal Chattanooga, Tenn., postmark 
dated Sept. 17 with year date indistinct 
and just at left of postmark a_ black 
three-line marking “PAID./U.S./SAN. 
COM.” This is the first time this mark- 
ing has been noted if we recollect cor- 
rectly. The type in this marking is large, 
being nearly a quarter-inch in height. 





A double paper copy of the 17c Wilson 
(rotary No. 697) is reported by Fred L. 
Wardwell of Ilion, N. Y. It was discov- 
ered while soaking the stamp from paper, 
the double paper being an irregular third 
of the stamp. The peculiarity of this, 
particular stamp is that the top layer of ; 
paper is complete except for a narrow | 
gouge which extends from the top of | 
stamp nearly down to Wilson’s left eye.

Evidently this double paper 
occurred due to a break in the paper 
roll on the press, which was patched to- 
gether without trimming ragged edges.

First Colombian Air Stamp 
Unauthorized 


In an article by John N. Myer in 
the February number of the American 
Philatelist, it is shown that there existed 
no air mail service in Colombia in 1919, 
the year in which that country is sup- 


| posed, according to the various cata- 


logues, to have issued its first air mail 
stamp. The first contract for transpor- 
tation of mails by plane was entered into 
by the Colombian government on De- 
cember 3, 1919 and the planes and pilots 
did not arrive from France until the 
following year. The “stamp” listed in 
the catalogues was privately produced 
by a young American aviator, Knox 
Martin, who had a number of copies 
of the current 2c stamp overprinted with 
the date of a proposed flight on June 18, 
1919 from Barranquilla to Puerto Colom- 
bia and return (a 20-minute round trip). 
There was no official authorization of 
his using such stamps, but the Barran- 
quilla postmaster permitted them to be 
cancelled with his office’s cancelling 
stamp. Whether delivery was actually 
effected of the covers is disputed, but 
the local postmaster had no authority 
to accept the stamps etc. Mr. Myer 
likens the stamp to the various private 
souvenir covers in this country such as 
the Vin Fiz of 1911, on which occasion 
a soft drink manufacturer prepared a 
label and carried covers to which it was 
affixed. 


The Black Cape Triangle 


Among many outstanding rarities at 
the April 9th sale by H. R. Harmer, Inc., 
will be a copy of the mystery 4 pence 
black Cape of Good Hope triangular. 
A Royal Philatelic Society certificate ac- 
companying the stamp states “genuine 
black impression and wmkd., but as there 
is no real evidence at present that a 4d, 
black stamp was issued for postal use. 
The postmark is too indefinite for opin- 
ion.” These Cape stamps printed in black 
have been known for many years, but 
nothing has ever been learned of them. 
They may have been proofs or essays, 
but their history has been lost or for- 
gotten.

GuM COLLECTING 


The woods has been full of Gum and 
Gum-less debaters this winter. Some 
claim that the only sensible part about 
precancel collecting is that they disregard 
gum. We of course say Amen to this 
then step aside and become a well wisher 
on the side of the De-gummers. Much 
has been said about the detriment that 
gum is to stamps and it is proven over 
and over it is true, but nobody will take 
the bull by the horns and soak the gum 
off their stamps so it seems that O.G. 
proponents although out-numbered are 
the winners nevertheless. Only one ar- 
gument to leave on the gum has come 
to my attention and was presented by a 
man who was backed by his convictions. 
He stated that in removing the gum his 
stamps lost the starch packing or filler 
from the paper and in time the stamps 
became fuzzy and ragged. That of 
course is rather amusing in light of the 
fact that thousands of used stamps have 
gone through the mails, handled many 
times, then are soaked off and still retain 
all of their brilliance just as when they 
were in the mint sheet. Perhaps the 
cancelling adds that filler that the stamps 
loose when they are degummed? “Col- 
lect precancels and don’t collect gum 
with stamps on the back,” as some pseu- 
do sage said more wisely than he 
thought. 


NEw OPTIMIST 


We have at hand the first issue of the 
OPTIMIST since it was combined with 
the BEE. It is very evident in this first 
issue the publisher and editor intend to 
operate the magazine on a basis which 
will insure its publication for a long 
time to come. Nothing has been deleted 
except a fancy cover which only added 
extra expense and had a very doubtful 
value as to the betterment of the maga- 
zine. We hope Mr. Gunesch can have 
the full cooperation of the precancel 
fraternity in this new venture to him as 
they stand to gain much more than the 
publisher. 


DEFENSE COILS 


No there are none out as yet, nor are 
any announced but it is not beyond the 
realm of possibilities that they may ap- 
pear. So do not be surprised if they drop 
in on us announced as did the Defense 
bureaus. These Defense stamps are re- 
garded by the government as regular 
issues and therefore they would be 
properly issued in coils. 


CATALOG WEEDS 

Dr. H. Preston Hoskins, editor for the 
new OPTIMIST, has taken up a subject 
that should have been looked into for 
some time. The matter of deleting listed 
precancels of which none are known to 
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exist. Long years ago when the first 
lists and catalogs were compiled the com- 
pilers were not nearly so strict about 
the material they accepted for their 
works. They generally left it up to the 
judgment of the collector as to the type 
of precancel, the variety and perfora- 
tion of the stamp. Consequently many 
errors occurred like 3c offsets being listed 
as the 3c engraved, and the real smart 
collector who never needed a perforation 
gauge would often miss on a perf. Many 
of these errors were handed down from 
catalog to catalog chiefly because there 
was no real effort on the part of state 
editors to check up on the material in 
doubt. Mr. Hoskins is starting with the 
state of Michigan. We also note that 
Mr. Ashley Robey is in this movement 
too and we hope others will take up 
their share now that the work has started.
